ington of a Porto Rico legislative com- 
mission of fifty members, accompanied 
by the- Governor, with the object ol 
setting forth to Congress the desira- 
bility of-certain changes in, the or- 
ganic law of the island, looks impres- 
sive. Tet is not the effect sought lia- 
ble to be diminished by the circum- 
stance that the $50,000 appropriated 
for expenses (including winter cloth- 
ing) makes the excursion, loolc some- 
thing like a highly enjoyable junket?

Valueless Billboards 


The Garden club of Glens Falls, N. Y., seems to have hit 


upon a genuine solution to the problem of the highway adver- 
tising sign. It has appealed to the advertisers themselves, 
pointing out to them that the widespread and unrestricted use 
of billboards has become a nuisance and annoyance to the 
•public and asking their co-operation in getting rid of these 
offences against good taste and enjoyment of scenic beauty. 


- The average American business man and advertiser doesn't 
wish to make a public nuisance of his advertising. Being <m 
American citizen, he does not wish to contribute in any way 
to disfiguring or making ugly any part of; the United States. 


Billboard advertising in its worst phases{ has been developed 


thoughtlessly and hastily. Quietly and respectfully called to 
the attention of the advertisers, it is likely to be eliminated 
more swiftly than by legislation against it. 


One large manufacturing concern has informed its poster 


companies that%it does not wish "any posters placed either on 
locations which' might in any way be construed as spoiling a 
' rural vista or on locations which are so located as to be ob- 
jectionable to the residents of the communify in which they 
are situated." 


Another prominent concern whose advertising is familiar 


to every section of the whole country, .has announced that it 
intends to let 'its billboard contracts expire as rapidly as/they 
run out. "We have taken this first step'because there were so 
many boards orHhe roads that we believed that this sort of 
advertising had lost much of its value; second, because we 
felt that the medium had been abused to an extent that made 
complaints on the part of the public justifiable." 


It is a cheerful prospect and one might point some sort of 


moral from the fact that when such advertising becomes a 
public nuisance it loses its business value.
